BERLIN, Jan. 27—A 10-year pact 
of friendship and non-agaression,

Saskatchewan, Manitoba 
Advances Tabled in 


Commons 


OTTAWA, ~ rr. ae Tinansel 
assistance to Saskatchewan an 
Manitoba has been advanced by the 
Dominion to enable the western 
provinces to pay unemployment re- 
lief accounts. An order-in-council, 
tabled in the House of Commons 
yesterday, advanced $1,000,000 to 
Saskatchewan on loan to be used to 
defray expenses contracted by the 
Saskatchewan relief commission. 

A second order-in-council advane- 
ed a loan of $500,000 to Saskat- 
chewan for direct relief expendi- 
tures and a third advanced ,000 
af the Dominion’s share of direct 
relief payments. This credit will 
be used up as the Dominion's share 
of unemployment relief grows. 

Manitoba was loaned $370,000 to 
pay off relief bills, On the three 
loans, the provinces will deposit 
one-year treasury bills with the 
Dominion, bearing Interest at five 
per cent, payable half-yearly, The 
advance to Saskatchewan, pending 
final settlement of the Dominion’s 
share of relief, also will be secured 
by one-year treasury notes,

ON CURSED 


Ghosts of 6,000 Manchu 
Victims Keep Sianfu 
Folk Away 


HUGE PROFIT AWAITS, 


SHANGHAI, China, Jan, 27—Al- 
though the western extension of the 
Lunghai railway is at last rapidly 
approaching Sianfu, this ancient 
capital of Shensi province is still as 
mediaeval-minded as when its great 
encircling wall was built during the 
Tang dynasty, about 750 A. D. 

The tremendous hold which old- 
time superstitions have upon the 
inhabitants of Sianfu is recounted 
in letters from missionaries living 
there—and the only foreigners resi- 
dent in Sianfu are missionaries. 

It seems that inside the city wall, 
roughly two-and-a-half miles long 
and one-and-a-half miles in width, 
there lies a great level plot of 
ground nearly 100 acres in extent 
which has been modernized by the 
building of an ample criss-cross of 


fine streets and sidewalks, But no | 
Chinese resident of Sianfu will live | 
on that land, nor build upon it, for | 


fear of a curse, 

The land in question was once 
the site of the inner or Manchu 
city, and it was there the Manchu 
garrison and Manchu officials liv- 
ed before the emperor was over- 
thrown in 1911, In that year every 
Manchu man, woman and child was 
massacred, when Sianfu rose in re- 
bellion, The victims of this mas- 
sacre exceeded 6,000 human beings. 

Sianfu residents believe the ghosts 
of the murdered Manchus will curse 
any Sianfu resident who lives os. 
builds upon this land, but that the 
curse will not blight newcomers. 
So the crafty businessmen who

“MEMORIES” 

An Ottawa despatch says the Liberal mem- 
bers of the Commons will resolutely oppose the 
scheme to hand over the proposed Central Bank 
to private interests; demanding that the Bank 
be a government institution, financed by the 
government, with a directorate appointed by 
the government, and clothed with full power to 
issue currency, control interest rates, and regu- 
late foreign exchange in the public interest. 

There is no news: in that; it could be assumed 
confidently, and has been assumed generally, 
without any announcement. It may be assumed 
that the members of other oppostiion parties 
will also line up against the plot, and in favor 
of a Central Bank owned by the public and 
operated for their protection and benefit. Most 
of the Conservative members would do the 
same thing if the bill were not brought in as a 
Government measure and could be voted down 
without calling on the Government to resign. 

A privately-owned Central Bank would 
mean a banker-owned Central Bank. The plan 
to make it a banker-owned concern can have 
no more charm, and no more illusion, for the 
members of parliament than it has for the 
public; and the public are ninety-nine per cent 
against it. 

The difference between a _ public-owned 
Central Bank and a privately-owned Central 
Bank is just the difference between having the 
money policy of Canada made in the House of 
Commons in the interests of the people and 
having it made in St. James street, Montreal, 
for the privileged few who have brought ruin 
to millions of Canadians. The people of Canada 
have had all the St. James street brand of 
money policy they want. Under that beneficent 
auspices the memory of what has been done to 
them is about all they have left. 


WHAT OF THESE? 
According to the returns from the census 
of 1931, there were in Canada at that time 
somewhere in the neighborhood of 150,000 
wage-earners who were sixty years of age or 


over. In census language “wage-earners’” in- 
cludes all persons who work for salary or 
wages, from bank managers and captains of 


industry to day laborers, whether the salary 
or wages is a fixed amount or is paid as com- 
missions or on a piece-work scale. In brief, 
all those who work for other people. 

Of this 150,000 of course a considerable 
number were persons of independent means, 
who continued to “carry on” in positions for 
which they were specially qualified, or who 
were retained by employers more or less for 
old times’ sake. To suppose a third of the num- 
ber were so situated would be a generous allow- 
ance. That would leave 100,000 men and women 
of sixty years or more who were working for 
hire three years ago because they had no other 
means of support than their wages. 


It would be very interesting from the human 
Stand-point, and very important from other 
stand-points, to know how many of that 100,000 
are still in their jobs. There are no figures 
available for that, and no way of finding out 
with any degree of accuracy. But what is 
known to everyone is that during these three 
years of distress and ruthless “economy” there 
has been a tremendous employment mortality 
among these older wage-earners. While there 
are exceptions, it may be said in general terms 
that—except where they had particular tech- 
nical qualifications or were protected by a cast 
iron rule of seniority—these older wage-earn- 
ers have been crowded out by the army of 
younger men and women clamoring for the 
diminishing number of jobs. They have fallen 
victims of the urge to mass production and the 
intensifying demand for maximum output per 
head to meet the desperate conditions in which 
business enterprises have been struggling for 
existence. 

A worse feature of their situation may be 
stated quite definitely. Most of these older 
wage-earners who have lost their positions will 
never again know regular employment. For 
them the return of better times can mean noth- 
ing, save perhaps the chance of odd jobs. Steady 
work and wages they can never hope for again, 
Terrible as that is, the fact may better be stated 
and faced frankly. To disregard it would be a 
crime, since to question its truth is not possible. 
If it is in any modified degree true that 
“millions now idle will never work,” these older 
wage-earners are among the permanently dis- 
qualified. There is no room to doubt that. Who, 
with younger men available, will engage a man 
over sixty years of age in this era of ferocious 
competition? Who could do that as a rule 
without wrecking his business?

What are the people of Canada going to do 
with this 100,000 of their own number who 


have been and are being retired from employ- 


ment and deprived of the livings they have 
secured as wage-earners? That is a question 
which the parliament of Canada will take into 
its serious consideration at the present session 
if there is in that body any proper sense of 
justice, gratitude or even compassion. 

This question is given peculiar point because 
these men and women who are being thrown 
aside as obsolete parts of the industrial ma- 
chine are men and women who nineteen years 
ago sent their sons to France to fight for 
Canada’s right to self-gevernment, and who 
themselves did everything their Government 
asked or told them to do, from increasing pro- 
duction to buying victory bonds and contri- 
buting to patriotic funds, to help their country 
in its hour of crisis. What is their country go- 
ing to do for them, now that their hour of 
crisis has arrived? 

A few thousands of these people who are 
going into the industrial discard are seventy 
years of age or over, and therefore eligible for 
old age pensions, But the others must wait 
for years, in cases for ten years, before they 
can qualify for that meagre pittance under the 
present law. These cannot be left to starve or 
beg in the meantime, They deserve a_ better 
fate than that, and something better also than 
fo be supported on the humiliating “dole” until 
they become pensionable. 

The direct way, the quick way, and the 
straightforward way to make provision for 
them is to reduce the age limit for old age pen- 
sions from seventy years to sixty, and to raise 
the pension from the $20 per month maximum 
now obtainable in Alberta to a flat rate of $1 
per day, with no penalties attached if the 
applicant has managed to save enough from his 
earnings to buy a little home. Parliament 
should write those amendments into the old 
age pensions law at the present session, and free 
100,000 men and women, who are no longer 
wanted or acceptable as wage-earners, from 
the dread of abject peverty. 


Incidentally, in so doing parliament would 
retire that number of nominal wage-earners 
from the market, and brighten the chances of 
an equal number of younger people who are 
anxious to get into harness and start their life 
work. 

HON. W. H. CUSHING 

The death of Hon. W. H. Cushing has taken 
from the ranks one of the best-known and most 
distinguished old timers of Alberta. Mr. Cush- 
ing came to Calgary more than fifty years ago 
and established the lumber business which later 
extended by the establishment of branches in 
the larger centres of the province. He was 
active and prominent in the civic life of the city 
where he lived so long, was chosen its first 
representative in the provincial legislature, and 
became minister of public works in the first 
Government of the province. His business in- 
terests in Edmonton are of many years standing, 
and he has been perhaps more widely-known 
here than any other man not resident in this 
community.

had come through Europe on their way to 
England and United States, and had looked 
in at Geneva to find whatever could be 
got out of the League of Nations. Some- 
one in the labor department of that institu- 
tion, recommended that they should call 
at the office of “The New Age” when in 
London. Here they were: they would be 
glad to know something about what the 
journal stood for, about Major Douglas and 
all that. 

“A long talk ensued. Needless to say 
the angle of the Social Credit approach to 
the subject which was quite new to them, 
resulted in their buying several pamphlets 
and books, including copies of Major 
Douglas’ works. These they expressed their 
intention of reading very carefully” be- 
cause of what you tell us. 

“But T want you two young men to 
make me a promise,’ said the interviewer. 

““We shall be most pleased, certainly,’ 
they replied.

This Major Douglas is the greatest teacher 
of all who have come to cure the evils of 
the world!’ Both turned slowly as if to 
survey the four walls, The spokesman pro- 
ceeded, ‘We are proud to have the honor 
of standing in the little room from which 
your great message of hope goes out to all 
peoples in all countries.’ 

“After further conversation, and with 
renewed expressions of gratitude, the two 
young men retired as if from The Presence, 
and were seen no more.” 


Continuing, “The New Age,” goes on to say: 
“Now it is a moral certainty that the 
elder statesmen of Japan know perfectly 
well Major Douglas’ reasoning, diagnosis 
and forecasts relating to the worldwide 
deadlock. More copies of his works have 
been bought in that country than in all 
the rest of the world put together—a fact 
which should give pause to those white 
economists who profess not to be able to 

understand the Douglas theorem... . 

“Coming back to the question of Jap- 
anese policy, it does not follow that the 
government's knowledge of the Social 

Credit theory (assuming this to be a fact) 

must necessarily mean the application of 

the theory in the directions envisaged in 
this country. . .. There is no evidence that 
the government has any intention to distri- 
bute dividends to the people... they might 
issue it in block sums to institutions which 
would buy them things whether they liked 
it or not... or it might be a new battleship ' 
without new taxation to pay for it. ... 

Social Credit can take some queer shapes 

when exercised by a militocracy among a 

people with the attributes characteristic 

of the Japanese.” 

Japan’ seems to have effective ways of 
financing her business men in Canada when 
our own people are unable to get financial 
assistance. Japan has spent enormous sums at 
home without borrowing abroad. She is able to 
finance these excursions into foreign markets 
at prices that seem to be below production 
costs. It wouldn't be such a surprising thing 
if some of her economists have. worked out an 
adaptation of the Douglas system of Social 
Credit to span the gap between production and 
selling costs and are quietly putting it to work 
in some selected and controlled lines of pro- 
duction,

On This Date 


— A Day in Canadian History — 
By FRED WILLIAMS 


On this date, in 1917 there 
died at Pasadena, California, a 
Canadian who wrote a song 
which has come down the gen- 
erations with all the freshness 
of its youth. The man was 
George W. Johnson, and the 
song was “When You and I 
were Young, Maggie.” 

George Johnson was born at 
Stoney Creek, on the very 
ground on which the battle 
was fought, and he went to 
school at “a little red school 
house,” literally so in this case, 
for it had a red roof. After 
graduation he became a school 
teacher, a journalist and event- 
ually principal of the Central 
school, Hamilton. 

It was during this latter per- 
iod that the famous song was 
written. The Maggie was his 
young wife, Maggie Clark, of 
Binbrook, on Hamilton moun- 
tain, where he had taught the 
village school. She died four 
months after their marriage, 
from typhoid; she was 19, he 
was 21. He never forgot her; 
her memory was a beautiful 
dream to him. He had some

WHEAT CONTROL 

Editor Bulletin: It seems 
strange in an enlightened age 
that the same method of keep- 
ing the products off the mar- 
ket that has been used by the 
manufacturer for many years 
has not been applied to agri- 
culture. So long as all hand- 
ling facilities and terminals are 
full of grain there will always 
be talk of surplus. 

Since menufacturers can 
keep prices up with a little 
government help and by keep- 
ing their product in their own 
store room and off the mar- 
ket, so can the farmer. No 
quicker way can be found to 
convince him that he is over- 
producing than by finding his 
granary filling up with grain 
that cannot be sold. 

I submit a control plan which 
I feel is quite fair to all con- 
cerned. 

To make sure of the amount 
that each farm has produced 
in the past, an accurate sur- 
vey is necessary over a period 
of say five years. 

A district should be laid out 
around each town in which 
there is an elevator and all 
farmers in this district be re- 
quired to sell their share to 
their local elevator where the 
agent will have the above 
figures relating to the average 
yield and carryover together 
with figures 
government to be given out in 
the spring by the elevator for 
the purpose of letting all farm- 
ers know about how much 
grain can be bought in the 
fall from each quarter section 
of land under cultivation. 

Each thresher should be re- 
quired to state how many 
bushels of each grain he 
threshed for each person. 

To compensate for the per- 
centage of grain not bought 
there will have to be some 
form of payment made and 
since inflation is necessary not 
only to open up markets for 
our grain and in fact is neces- 
sary before many countries 
consider trade of any kind 
with Canada this would be the 
best way to raise the price. 

A good way to start is to 
raise the price of wheat double 
what it now is by inflation, 
and the peg it there, while 
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published, but when it was it 
caught the popular favor all 
over America, and eventually 
all over the world wherever 
English is spoken, but others 
got the money. 

George Johnson was a 100 
per cent Canadian. When he 
was city editor of the Hamilton 
Spectator in 1869, he wrote, 
“This Canada of Ours” which 
was recited at a demonstration 
in the Mechanics Hall at 
Hamilton on July 1, 1869 to 
celebrate the second anniver- 
sary of confederation. 

He moved to Toronto in 1891 
as professor of mathematics in 
Upper Canada College and re- 
mained until 1906. After he 
retired, Mr. Johnson spent his 
winters in Florida and in April 
1913, wrote, “I’m Coming Back 
with Robins,” a sequel to which 
“I'm Going South with ‘the 
Robins,” followed in Novem- 
ber, 1915, the latter being writ- 
ten at his summer home at 
Hamilton. 

He died a Canadian in exile, 
for health’s sake, but to the 
very end a Canadian through 
and through.

NUMERICAL CANCELLATIONS 
Gtamps ef Dutch Indies 

There is 9 growing interest in 
eanceliations on stamps and the fol- 
lowing netes may be of interest te 
many members. 

The familiar type, showing the 
head of King William HI—a beard- 
ed profile, looking right, in medal- 
ion—-was in use from 1870 to 1882 
and the numerical cancellations will 
be found on stamps of this type 
and on the issue (with large num- 
erals in the centre) made in 1683. 

The origina! date set for use of 
these cancellations was Ist Janu- 
ary, 1874, but they were not brought 
inte use until Ist April of the same 
year. A series of dots, in the form 
of a square, carry numbers in the 
centre that were allotted to the 
various offices in towns, villages, 
expeditionary forces and mail 
steamers, There were 72 offices, 
which carried the numbers from 1 
to 72, but this wes later extended to 
120 offices. The numerals | to 10 
are found in two different sizes, the 
smaller ones being the first in use 
The two sizes appear on letters 
mailed from the same post office in 
the same day, so they. were appar- 
ently used indiscriminately. Fol- 
lowing the number 10, the numerals 
are uniform in style and size up to

Fundamental and far-reaching 
law reform is impossible without

capture Thursday, i 

Buskirk planned to seek writs of | 
habeas corpus when bonds were | 
fixed at $100,000 or more for each | 
of the quartette. | 

He laid further plans to resist 
extradition proceedings to Indiana 
and Ohio, where the mobsters are | 
wanted for murder prosecutions, | 
and possibly other midwestern | 
states which they terrorized. 

Bail for Dillinger and Charles | 
Makley, known as the “hardest 
guy” of the gang, was fixed at} 
$100,000 each as fugitives from) 
justice. Harry Pierpont,  soft- 
spoken “trigger man,” who scoffed 
at the “small town cops” who trap- 
ped him, and Russell Clark, also 
are charged with resisting officers. 
They are held on $105,000 bail each. 

Governor George White of Ohio 
asked Indiana authorities to agree 
to the return of Makley, Pierpont 
and Clark to the former state 
where they are accused of murder- 
ing Sheriff Jess Sarber at Lima. 
The four also face charges of mur- 
der at East Chicago, Ind., and are 
accused of a string of bank rob- 
beries in the two states in which an 
estimated $250,000 w taken.

Mr. Stubbs quoted a list of 
themes, sacred and secular dealing 
with justice.

Another 
read “honest administration of jus- 
tice is the strongest pillar of geod 
government. “Oliver Goldsmith had 


written, “Laws grind the poor and | 


the rich men rule the law.” This is 
true during, in and subsequent to 
Goldsmith's time.

| justice that had caused him to be | 


removed from the bench and to be 
changed from a man of comfortable 
means to one of the poor whose 
cause he was espousing. 

“The way of the reformer is hard, 
harder than that of the transgres- 
sor and harder still is that of the 
legal reformer,” he said. “One of 


the greatest obstacles in the way of | 


legal reform is the legal profession.” 
In support of this argument, he 
briefly traced the evolution of legal 
procedure in England from the time 
of 1362 to the present. 

Taking up the question of law 


| costs, Mr. Stubbs said that the argu- 


ment that the law considered all 
men alike was unsound. In crim- 
inal cases something had been done 
toward this end, but nothing had 
been done in civil cases. The vary-. 
ing financial circumstances of 
people prevented them from being 
equal in the eyes of the law, as the 
wealthy could hire smart lawyers 
and the poor could not. 

“But it is only 600 years since 
these facts were first exposed. So 
perhaps we should not be too impa-
